He was not instantly killed, as Is the 


case in most Instances of electrocution 
He was thrown Into what seemed to be 
a stupor and for two hours and a half 
Physicians thought there was life in

body. 
He was,not pronounced 


dead until $ o'clock. It was declared 
that 3000 to 3500 volts passed through 
his,body.

In an opinion just handed 
down, the full bench sustains a Vermont company in offering for sale con- 
densed milk diluted with water, cream and skimmed milk. : Milk of this 
kind can be kept for six months if necessary and then diluted to the con- 
sistency of milk. The milk inspector of Boston says that the city.will be 


^flooded .with condensed jnilk, and the fact that there is now an epidemic 
of tonsiiifis, said to be due to the milk supply, .may have some bearing on 
the case. 


It is true the supreme court holds that there was" no evidence to show 


th'at the defendant company in this ease offered this preparation for sale 
as natural milk. The sale is evidently permitted as is that of butterme or 
oleomargarine, but if that be Ihe contention then under the provisions of 


-the pure food laws every bottle or can should bo plainly labelled "con- 
densed milk," "diluted milk," "doctored milk," "adulterated milk," or.whnt-

electrocution 
could b£ discovered. 


The workmen refused to work their 


ast IE minutes; in fear that they, too, 
vould be stricken down when evcry- 
hlng in the room seemed all right, 
•iany, said they would not go to work 
in the room today until the cause of 
Lenry's death was determined. 


.According to officials of the company, 


Leary was electrocuted while dlscon- 
ne^tlng a. lamp. He had thrown off tho 
switch In tho,regular way arid so il 
was figured, the electricity- did not come 
from the wires attached to the lamp. 


He was not instantly killed, as Is the 


case in most Instances of electrocution.

QUEER 
MILK 
DECISION 


The supreme court of Massachusetts seems to have very liberal ideas 


in regard to the liquid offered for sale as milk. In an opinion just handed 
down, the full bench sustains a Vermont company in offering for sale con- 
densed milk diluted with water, cream and skimmed milk. 
Milk of this 


kind can be kept for six months if necessary and then diluted lo the con- 
sistency of milk. 
The milk inspector of Boston says that the- pity will be 


flooded -with condensed milk, and the fact that there is now an epidemic 
of tonsilitis, said to be due to the milk supply, may have.some bearing on 


the case. 


It is true the supreme court holds that there was no evidence to show 


that the defendant company in this case offered this preparation for sale 
as natural milk. The sale is evidently permitted as is that of bntterine or 
oleomargarine, but if that be the contention then under the provisions of 
the pure food laws ever)' bottle or can should be plainly labelled "con- 
densed milk," "diluted milk," "doctored milk," "adulterated milk," or what- 
ever the proper designation should be.
